There are those who have prosperity and 
success, with every material thing in which they 
have hoped to find happiness, but still for them 
the unenjoyment situation remains acute. The 
world is full of those who are pampered and 
coddled on every hand, looking for a thrill, seek- 
ing some external thing to give them pleasure. 
They try to buy it and they seek everywhere to 
find it, but without success. 

Life does not overwhelm us with its joys 
and literally force us to be happy. Many of us 
take the attitude that we are guests here on 
earth, willing to be entertained but rather 
skeptical about the entertainment. The true 
situation is that all of us are hosts dispensing 
the hospitality of God and spreading His 
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cordiality to others, and especially to those in- 
disposed to enjoy themselves. 


The nonresistant attitude helps a great deal 
toward giving us the right reaction to negative 
situations. If one is inclined to fight and to re- 
sist experiences, one will be found to be without 
happiness. The person who lets things disturb 
him is never one with a sense of inner peace, 
quiet, and joy.

A PERSONAL PROBLEM SOLVED 


BUSINESS WOMAN relates a very 
interesting experience that she recently 
had in handling a difficult personal 

vm! problem and arriving at its solution. 
In the office in which she had held a responsible 
position for several years, a change in the man- 
agement had caused a new man to be put over 
her. Right from the start there was mental 
warfare between them. The conflict became so 
acute that he was never out of her mind, either 
during the day or after office hours. 

There came a time when she realized that a 
solution had to come quickly. Then she awoke 
to a rather startling realization, one so simple 
and yet so true that it will be of help to all who 
have problems of such a nature to handle. It 
came over her like a flash that, while she had to 
be associated with this man during office hours, 
there was no power on earth to make her think 
of him from five o’clock in the evening until 
nine the next morning! She saw that she had 
not only established a bad habit of thought but 
had placed herself in such an adverse state of 
mind that she could not do her work well. 

She left the office the first evening after 
having promised her mind a vacation from the 
whole situation. She relates that many times 
during the evening she had to work hard to 
keep the thought of this man out of her mind. 
She kept herself busy thinking about other 
things, subjects that would not suggest her 
work to her. In a few evenings she was sleep- 
ing better and beginning to feel a relief from

the irritating subconscious reaction that she 
had had to the situation. Before a week was 
over, she had learned how to discipline her 
thought. 


At this point she made a second discovery. 
She was approaching her work in the morning 
with a strange, new power. She was her old 
self again. She was forgetting the unhappy 
experiences of the day before. She began to 
shoulder some of the blame and the responsibil- 
ity for the situation that had arisen. She found 
that much of her trouble had come from han- 
dling a situation from the standpoint of events 
of the previous day. Her mental refreshment 
during the evening had broken the hold of the 
unpleasant experiences. In a few weeks she, 
an executive herself, and the new manager be- 
came the best of friends and learned to look to 
each other for codperation at all times. 


This illustration has within it the very 
secret of solving personal problems. If you 
have been inclined to carry in your mind the 
thought of how another has unjustly treated 
you, how this one’s presence disturbs you, drop 
the thought for a while. Most assuredly, you 
do not have to think of this person if to do so 
is to disturb your peace of mind. You do not 
have to think of any person or anything unless 
you desire to do so. 


You must learn in handling personal prob- 
lems to break with unpleasant situations of the 
past. According to Truth, you cannot judge a 
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person today by what he said or did yesterday. 
In the meantime, he may have gone far beyond 
you in spiritual consciousness. If you think 
that another is not codéperating with you, im- 
prove your own sense of coéperation. Correct 
your thought. Mental battles engaged in will 
harm you more than the other fellow. Letting 
the thought of hate or fear run riot in your 
mind is a bad practice. Keep your thoughts 
in order just as you would your affairs of busi- 
ness. 


In solving personal problems, first attempt 
to get out of personal consciousness. By this 
we mean that adverse state of mind in which 
you think of other persons as having power to 
disturb your peace, block your progress, inter- 
fere with your well-being. No person in all 
this world has power over you, power to disturb 
or injure you. You do not have to think of any 
one or his unkindness unless you choose to en- 
tertain such a thought. One of the most precious 
gifts of God to you is that of absolute and per- 
fect mental freedom. Through a knowledge of 
this fact one woman in a high position found 
the solution to her personal problem. 


Eventually we shall see that all problems 
are purely mental. Through higher under- 
standing we shall be able to drop the offending 
thought from mind and, doing so, bring about 
its solution. This will come through our con- 
stantly living in that high state of conscious- 
ness in which we know that God as love is all. 
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RISE ABOVE THE CLOUDS 


uy #4 Kansas City to Mexico City, we en- 
x countered considerable cloudy atmos- 
" phere. The day was dull and gray. 
One would have been inclined to think, “There 
is no sun,” just as if it had ceased to exist and, 
certainly, it seemed to have done so, tempora- 
rily. Then our pilot turned his plane upward 
and it nosed its way through and beyond the 
clouds into glorious sunshine. 

Even as the World had looked small to us 
from a lower elevation, so it passed from sight 
and even from thought as we ascended higher 
and higher. At one point the earth was about 
17,000 feet below us, but we could see only the 
white, downy clouds. The light of the sun upon 
them brought us into a dazzling radiance. We 
seemed to be conscious of only ourselves, our 
wings of flight, the glorious sun, and the pres- 
ence of God. 

He who has put the clouds under his feet 
feels mastery over them. The world with its 
mists and fogs no longer exists for him. He 
lives in the sunshine of heaven. Everywhere 
about him is its light. When we live in the 
sunshine, we cease to give thought to clouds. 
When we find ourselves at a great elevation, we 
seem to have ascended above the petty trials of 
earth. Height is a great leveler and helps our 
vision to smooth out hills and valleys. 

Since the experience of living for a while 
above the clouds was entirely a mental experi- 
ence—in that a complete change of thought had 
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to give us an appreciation of it—does it not fol- 
low that a change of thought under any condi- 
tion is bound to give us a change of viewpoint? 
Cannot the person on the ground appreciate 
the experience of the passengers in a plane as 
they fly above the clouds to such an extent that 
he virtually has the experience himself? 

If your life seems to be full of clouds, if no 
sun is shining for you today, try to rise above 
the clouds. Feel that your pilot is taking you 
right through them into the light of peace and 
understanding. ‘The day may appear to be dull 
and gray, but the sun will still shine for you if 
you can make a change in consciousness. 

Our clouds may be belief in disease or 
thoughts of fear, but still we can ascend above 
them. We can push upward into the light of 
Truth. We can live in that exalted realm where 
we feel and know that we are heavenly beings, 
for such we are. We can realize that the sun 
of Truth is powerful to dispel all our clouds 
of wrong thought. The warmth of the sun soon 
causes clouds to disappear. So does the warmth 
of divine love dissipate human ills. The light 
of Truth dawning upon consciousness puts to 
flight ignorance, hate, fear, disease, and failure. 

Just as a passenger in a plane has confidence 
in his pilot, believes in his good judgment and 
skill, knows that he will bring him to a port of 
safety, so must we put ourselves and our af- 
fairs into the keeping of the Spirit of Christ, 
knowing that He will pilot us with supreme 
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wisdom and infold us in His peace and loving 
protection. The radio operator in a plane draws 
from the ether instructions on how the ship is 
to be handled through favorable and unfavor- 
able conditions. So must we draw from Divine 
Mind instructions to help us chart our way 
through seeming clouds and difficulties. 


When you have decided to have the experi- 
ence of rising mentally and spiritually above 
things of earth, remember to make contact with 
the higher Power. When a plane is ready to 
make its trip, the pilot shouts, “Contact!” The 
ignition is turned on, the blades of the pro- 
peller are given a little start, the motor starts 
to detonate, and the giant bird is ready to fly. 


Many persons undertaking metaphysical 
treatment neglect to make the inner contact. 
They would attempt to soar above the clouds 
without power. The reason why many are un- 
able to rise above worldly limitations is that 
they fail to sense the presence of God. He must 
be more real to them than that from which they 
would escape. 


If you are living in some adverse thought to- 
day, rise above it. Ascend into the light of 
Truth and see the adverse thought disappear 
below you. In the presence of God, there is 
naught but light, naught but peace and joy and 
health. The adverse experiences that have 
seemed so hard to you will be minimized when 
viewed from the height of spiritual conscious- 
ness.
